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Edward Johnson 


NE OF the most brilliant successes attained by any artist 
in this country in recent years—in opera, in concert and 
in oratorio—is that of Edward Johnson, now tenor of the 

Metropolitan Opera Company. Last Spring, when Mr. Gatti- 
Cassaza announced the engagement of Mr. Johnson with the 
Metropolitan for the coming season, the news was received with 
universal acclaim. Seldom, concerning the engagement of any 
artist, American or European, have the leading New York 
dailies devoted so much space commenting on the high artistic 
standing of this notable acquisition. 


Mr. Johnson was born in Guelph, Canada, and began his 
musical education in this country. In 1907 a group of American 
theatrical managers pooled their interests for the importation of 
Oscar Strauss’ ‘“The Waltz Dream’ and engaged him for the 
principal tenor role, as there was no singer on the stage at that 
time capable of mastering its technical difficulties. His success 
in this new field prompted him to seek an operatic career, so to 
Italy he went to study and coach with the famed Lombardi, of 
Florence. He remained in Italy where he became a great 
favorite under the Italianated name Edoardo di Giovanni and 
attained a brilliant career as the principal tenor-robusto in the 
opera houses of Rome, Milan, Genoa, Florence and other cities, 
for never before in the history of the lyric drama had a male 
singer of foreign birth so taken the fancy and won the admira- 
tion of Italy’s best music-lovers. 


He returned to America three years ago as the principal 
tenor of the Chicago Opera Association and his success since 
that time has been continuous and phenomenal. Whether in 
New York, Boston, Chicago, San Francisco or any of the inter- 
mediate cities in which he appeared, either in opera or concert, 
he has created a furore and been hailed by critics and public the 


genuine musical and artistic treat of the season. Mr. Johnson 
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has appeared with great success as soloist with the leading Sym- 
phony Orchestras and at many of the great music Festivals 
including Ann Arbor, Evanston, New York, Boston, Norfolk, 
Richmond, Ithaca and Cincinnati and always with tremendous
